I. From and after the passing of this Act the Lord Primate of all Ecclesias- 
Ireland, the Lord High Chancellor of Ireland (being a Member of the ^LioneTs 
United Church of England and Ireland), the Lord Archbishop of to be 
10 Dublin, the Lord Chief Justice of Ireland (being a Member of the a PP omted - 
United Church of England and Ireland), and their Successors, and 
also the several Bishops of Ireland for the Time being, together with 
Two Persons, being Members of the United Church of England 
and Ireland, one of whom shall be appointed from Time to Time by 
15 Her Majesty and Her Successors, by Warrant under the Royal Sign 
Manual, and the other shall be appointed from Time to Time by 
the said Lord Primate and Lord Archbishop of Dublin for the Time 
being, by Writing under their respective Hands and Seals, shall be 
[Bill 227.] A One 
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2 Church Temporalities ( Ireland ) Acts Amendment. 

One Body Politic and Corporate, by the Name of the “ Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners for Ireland,” and by that Name have perpetual 
Succession and a Common Seal, and by that Name shall sue and 
be sued, and shall have all the Rights, Powers, and Authorities, and 
be charged with all the Duties and Trusts now vested in or belonging 5 
to the Body Politic and Corporate created by the Act passed in the 
Third and Fourth Years of King William the Fourth, Chapter 
Thirty-seven. 

II. Whenever any of the Persons herein-before nominated as 
Members of the said Body Corporate shall, by reason of Vacancy 10 
in any of the Offices or Bishoprics aforesaid, or otherwise howsoever, 

be unable to act as a Member of the said Body Corporate, then and 
in every such Case, notwithstanding such Inability, all Acts, Matters, 
and Things done or executed by or on behalf of the other Members 
of the said Body Corporate, during the Period for which such Inability 15 
shall continue, shall be as valid and effectual as if all the Persons 
herein-before nominated as Members of the said Body Corporate were 
competent to act in such Capacity : Provided that the said Lord 
Chancellor and Lord Chief Justice, and the said Two other Commis- 
sioners so to be appointed as aforesaid respectively, and their Sue- 20 
cessors, do and shall, before acting under said Commission, and at 
the First Meeting they shall respectively attend, subscribe in the 
Book of the Minutes of the Proceedings of said Commissioners such 
Declaration as is specified in the Schedule to this Act annexed. 

III. All Acts, Matters, and Things heretofore done in pursuance 25 

or under the Authority of any of the Acts relating to the Temporali- 
ties of the Church in Ireland, by the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland for 
the Time being, or by the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, 
shall be and continue as valid and effectual as if the same had been 
done in pursuance or under the Authority of this Act. 30 

IV. From and after the passing of this Act, the Entry of the Pro- 
ceedings at each Meeting of the said Commissioners shall and may, in 
the event of its not being signed by the Chairman of such Meeting, be 

„ signed by the Chairman of the Meeting of the said Commissioners 
next succeeding that at which such Proceedings were had or taken, 35 
and such Entry made. 

V. From and after the passing of this Act, all the Property, 
Estate, and Effects, Rights, Claims, Titles, and Possessions, of what 
Nature or Kind soever, of or belonging, or which of right ought to 40 
belong, to the said Body Politic and Corporate created by the Act 

of the Third and Fourth Years of King William the Fourth, Chapter 

Thirty- 
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Thirty-seven, and of any Act amending the same, and vested in the 
said Body by virtue of the said Acts, or otherwise howsoever, shall 
vest in and devolve upon the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland 
created by this Act, subject to such Trusts and Conditions, Lia- 
5 bilities, Contracts, and Engagements as the same shall then be subject 
and liable to. 

VI. The said Two other Commissioners to be so appointed as Commis- 
aforesaid shall be at all Times removable by Her Majesty and Her 
Successors by Warrant under the Royal Sign Manual, and whenever, He- Majesty 
10 by Death, Resignation, Removal, or otherwise, any such Person shall 

cease to be a Commissioner under this Act, then 'and in every such to bo re- 
Case it shall be lawful for Her Majesty and Her Successors, by Warrant mov»Me. 
as aforesaid, to appoint One other Person in the Place or Stead of 
any such Commissioner appointed by Her Majesty or Her Successors, 

15 and so ceasing to be such Commissioner; and in case of the Death, 

Resignation, or Removal of the said Commissioner appointed by the 
Lord Primate and the Archbishop of Dublin, it shall be lawful for 
the said Lord Primate and Archbishop of Dublin for the Time being 
to appoint another Person in the Place and Stead of the Person so 
20 dying, resigning, or being removed as aforesaid, and any such Peison 
so to be appointed shall accordingly be and become, to all Intents and 
Purposes, One of the said Body Politic and Corporate created by 
this Act. 

VII. It shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant to order and appoint Salary of 
25 such Salary, not exceeding the annual Sum of One thousand Pounds missionevs. 

for each Commissioner, as he shall deem fit to be paid to each of the 
said Two Persons to be appointed such Commissioners as aforesaid, 
regard being had to the Nature and Extent of the Duties to be per- 
formed, and to the Responsibility which may attach to such Persons 
30 respectively. 

VIII. It shall be lawful for the said Commissioners to appoint during Officers to bo 
Pleasure a Secretary, Treasurer, and such other subordinate Officer 

or Officers as they, in their Discretion, shall think necessary for the 
Execution of the several Trusts and Duties by virtue of this or any 
35 other Act heretofore passed vested in or imposed upon the - said Com- 
missioners ; and the said Commissioners shall, out of the several 
Funds hereby or by any Act heretofore passed vested in them, pay 
such Salaries as shall, pursuant to the Provisions herein-before 
contained, be appointed to be paid to the said Two Commissioners, 

40 and also such Salaries to the Secretary, Treasurer, and other subordi- 
nate Officer or Officers, for the Time being, as the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners for Ireland now pay to such Officers respectively, or 
[227.] A 2 such 
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such other Salaries as the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland 
shall from Time to Time hereafter, with the Approbation and Consent 
of the Lord Lieutenant, testified in Writing under his Hand, think fit 
and allow ; and the said Commissioners shall also, out of the said 
Funds, defray all such incidental Charges and Expenses as shall 5 
become necessary in the Execution of the several Powers and Trusts 
reposed in the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland by this Act, 
or by any Act heretofore passed or hereafter to be passed : Provided 
always, that nothing herein contained shall be deemed or taken to 
render it necessary that either Arthur Edward Gayer, Esquire, LL.D., 10 
or William Charles Quin, Esquire, heretofore appointed and now acting 
as Two of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland under the Pro- 
visions of the said Act of the Third and Fourth Years of King William 
the Fourth, or the Secretary, Treasurer, or other Officers or Persons 
heretofore appointed, and now acting or employed by the Eccle- 15 
siastical Commissioners for Ireland, pursuant to the Provisions of the 
said last-mentioned Act, shall be re-appointed to their respective 
Offices or Employments; nor shall anything herein contained be 
construed in anywise to affect the Rights, Duties, Salaries, or Emolu- 
ments of the said Arthur Edward Gayer or William Charles 20 
Quin, or of the Secretary, Treasurer, or other Officers or Persons 
aforesaid. 

IX. It shall be lawful for the Ecclesiastical Commissioners to pay 
t° Solicitor or Attorney employed by them, in addition to any 
Disbursements or Expenses properly made and incurred by him in or 25 
about the Affairs and Business of the said Commissioners, and by 
their Authority and Direction, such annual Salary not exceeding the 
Sum of Five hundred Pounds as they shall, with the Consent of the 
Lord Lieutenant, testified in Writing under his Hand, think fit to 
allow ; and such annual Salary so fixed as aforesaid shall be paid to 30 
the said Solicitor or Attorney for his personal Services and the 
Expenses of his Office, and also in lieu of all Costs, Charges, Fees, 
aud Emoluments whatsoever now payable or authorized by Law to 
be paid to such Solicitor or Attorney, any Act or Acts to the 
contrary notwithstanding : Provided always, that no Sum shall be 35 
paid to such Solicitor or Attorney on account of any Disbursements 
or Expenses as aforesaid unless approved by the Lords Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Treasury, before whom the Particulars of all such 
Disbursements or Expenses shall be laid ; and all Fees, of whatsoever 
Description, formerly paid or payable to such Solicitor or Attorney, 40 
shall from and after the passing of this Act be paid to the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners, and be carried by them to the Credit of their 
Funds. 



X. The 
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X. The said Two last-named Ecclesiastical Commissioners shall, 
from and after the passing of this Act, without any Re-appointment, 
become Members of the Body Politic and Corporate hereby created 
as if they had been appointed under the Provisions herein-before 

5 contained ; and the said Secretary, Treasurer, and other Officers and 
Persons, shall continue to hold their respective Offices or Employments 
as if this Act had not been passed. 

XI. It shall and may be lawful for the Lords Commissioners of 
Her Majesty’s Treasury, if they shall so think fit, on an Applica- 

10 tion for that Purpose under the Common Seal of the Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners for Ireland, and signed by at least Three of the said 
Commissioners assembled at a Board held in pursuance of a Notice 
specially given for such Purpose, to grant to any of the said Eccle- 
siastical Commissioners receiving or who shall hereafter receive a. 
15 Salary for his Services as such Commissioner, or to any Clerk or 
Officer of the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners who shall have been 
or who shall hereafter be duly appointed by the said Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners, such Superannuation Allowance as the said Lords 
Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall think proper to direct : 
20 Provided always, that such Commissioner, Clerk, or Officer shall 
have faithfully and diligently discharged the Duties of such Commis- 
sionership, Clerkship, or Office for a Period of not less than Twenty 
Years, or shall, from Age or Infirmity of Body or Mind, be perma- 
nently disabled from further discharging such Duties ; provided also, 
25 that in ascertaining and awarding the Amount of such Superannuation 
Allowance for any Clerk or Officer the said Lords Commissioners 
of Her Majesty’s Treasury shall take into their Consideration the 
entire Period during which any such Clerk or Officer shall have been 
employed under the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners, whether such 
30 Employment shall have been in any One or more Office or Offices, 
and all such Allowances as shall be so awarded and granted under 
the Authority aforesaid shall be paid and payable by the said 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners for the Time being out of the Funds 
by Law vested in them, and shall be charged and chargeable thereon 
35 and payable thereout during the Term of the natural Life of the 
Commissioner, Clerk, or Officer to whom the same shall be granted, 
or during such shorter Term as the said Lords Commissioners of Her 
Majesty’s Treasury shall at the Time of awarding the same direct. 

XII. Whenever any Application shall be made to the Ecclesiastical

England and Ireland shall not in the Judgment of the said Com- 
missioners be such as to require such Church or Chapel to be im- 
mediately built or rebuilt, or the then existing State of the Funds at 
the Disposal of said Commissioners shall render it impracticable or 
inexpedient, according to their Judgment, to appropriate a Sum 5 
sufficient for the Erection of such Church or Chapel, then and in any 
such Case it shall and may be lawful for the said Commissioners, out 
of the Funds in their Hands or at their Disposal, to expend such Sum 
as may be necessary for the Erection or Alteration and Repairs of 
any House or other Building in the said Parish or Parochial District, 10 
as the Case may be, which the said Commissioners may deem 
sufficient and proper for the Accommodation of the Persons likely to 
attend Divine Worship therein, or to hire, purchase, or otherwise 
obtain the Use of any such House or other Building until the Funds 
in the Hands or at the Disposal of the said Commissioners shall be 15 
sufficient to enable them to erect a suitable Church or Chapel in such 
Parish or Parochial District, as the Case may be, and also to expend 
such Sums as shall be necessary for fitting-up, furnishing, and keeping 
in repair such House or other Building, and to supply the several 
Matters and Things requisite for the Performance of Divine Worship 20 
therein, in like Manner as the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners are now 
empowered and required to do in relation to Churches and Chapels : Pro- 
vided always, that previous to the Expenditure of any of the Funds at 
the Disposal of the said Commissioners for the Erection or Alteration 
and Repairs of any such Building as aforesaid, or for the Purchase, 25 
Hire, or fitting-up and furnishing of any such Building, the said 
Consent, and Commissioners shall obtain the Consent and Approbation in Writing- 
Approbation un( j er t! ie Hand of the Bishop or Ordinary of the Diocese' in which 
nary. such Building is proposed to be erected or fitted-up and used for the 

Celebration of Divine Service therein ; and that without such Consent 30 
and Approbation, first had and obtained, no such Building as aforesaid 
shall be erected or used for the Celebration of Divine Worship by or 
under the Authority of the said Commissioners.

Person to perform the Burial Service at the Interment of any Dead 
Body which shall be buried within the Walls of any Church or Chapel 
in Ireland, or of any Church, Aisle, Room, or Place thereunto 
belonging, or within Twelve Feet of the Outside of the Walls of any 
Burial in Church or Chapel in Ireland : Provided always, that nothing herein 
Vaults under contained shall prevent the burying in any arched Vault built under 
Church or any Church or Chapel, or under any Chancel, Aisle, Room, or Place 
lawful!' thereunto belonging, where the only Door to such Vault opens on the 
Outside of the Walls of such Church or Chapel, or of such Chancel, 
Aisle, Room, or Place thereunto belonging ; and any Person who shall, 
contrary to the Provisions of this Act, bury any Dead Body within the 
Walls of any Church or Chapel, or of any Chancel, Aisle, Room, or 
Place belonging to and under the same Roof with such Church or 
Chapel, or within Twelve Feet of the Outside of the Walls of any 
Church or Chapel, and every Ecclesiastical Person who shall perform 
the Burial Service at the Interment of any Dead Body which shall 
be buried within the said Limits, shall forfeit for every such Offence 
the Sum of Ten Pounds, to be recovered by Civil Bill by the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland.

cation shall be made by a Tenant holding any Lands or Premises 
by Lease or Contract from any Archbishop, Bishop, or other Sole 
Ecclesiastical Corporation in Ireland, or from the said Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners for the Purchase of the Fee Simple and Inheritance of 

such 
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such Lands or Premises, pursuant to the Provisions of the Acts 
relating to the Temporalities of the Church in Ireland, or any of them, 
it shall he lawful for the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners, and they 
are hereby required, in addition to the several other Matters which 
5 they are by the Provisions of the Acts now in force authorized or 
required to ascertain previous to the Conveyance of such Fee Simple 
and Inheritance, also to ascertain whether any Mines or any Quarries 
of Marble or Slate shall have been opened or discovered within or 
under the said Lands or Premises ; and if any such Mines or Quarries 
10 shall have been opened or discovered, then to ascertain whether die 
same shall have been demised to any Person or Persons, or comprised 
in or made the Subject of any Contract for a Lease or Demise thereof. 

XX. If it shall be ascertained that any such Mines or Quarries WhereMines 
have been demised to any Person or Persons, or made the Subject of d ^ se “ n 
15 any Contract for a Demise thereof, then it shall not be lawful 
for the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners to execute or aflix their 
Common Seal to any Conveyance of the Fee Simple and Inheritance 
of the Lands or Premises comprised in the Application of such Tenant 
as aforesaid, on, within, or under which such Mines or Quarries as 
20 aforesaid shall have been opened or discovered, unless the said Mines 
or Quarries, together with all Minerals, Marbles, or Slates, and all 
other Issues, Profits, or Advantages to be derived therefrom, shall be 
first excepted out of the said Conveyance, and the usual and necessary 
Clauses inserted therein for securing to the Archbishop, Bishop, or 
25 other Ecclesiastical Corporation Sole, or to the said Ecclesiastical Com- 
missioners, as the Case may be, and their respective Agents, Lessees, 

Workmen, and all other Persons to be appointed by them respectively, 
full Powers to enter and work said Mines or Quarries, and take and 
carry away the Produce and Profits thereof. 

30 XXI. If, ill case of any Application by any such Tenant as afore- Jgj. 
said, it shall be ascertained that no such Mines or Quarries shall have not been 
been opened or discovered within, on, or under any Portion of the demised. 
Lands or Premises comprised in such Application, or that such Mines 
or Quarries shall have been opened or discovered, but that the same 
35 shall not have been demised to any Person or Persons, or made 
subject to any Contract for a Demise thereof, then it shall be lawful 
for the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners, save as herein-after provided, 
to include such Mines or Quarries in the Grant or Conveyance of the 
said Lands or Premises.

of the Acts herein-before mentioned, or any of them, is required 
to be reserved) an additional Rent shall become payable to the 
Archbishop, Bishop, or other Ecclesiastical Corporation Sole, or to 
the said Ecclesiastical Commissioners, as the Case may be, in the 
event of such Mines or Quarries being at any future Time opened 
and worked, or any Profit or Produce being derived therefrom, and 
which Rent shall be equivalent to One Moiety of any Royalty or other 
Rent which shall be reserved by or under any Contract or Lease 
which the Tenant of said Lands and Premises, his Heirs' or Assigns, 
shall at any Time or from Time to Time hereafter make or execute 
with or to any Person or Persons who shall undertake the opening or 
working of such Mines or Quarries ; and in case suck Tenant, his 
Heirs or Assigns, shall not make or execute any such Contract or 
Lease as aforesaid, but shall by himself or themselves, and his or their 
Agents or Workmen, open and work the said Mines or Quarries, then 
the said additional Rent shall be equivalent to One Moiety of the 
Royalty Rent heretofore usually reserved by the said Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners in Leases of Mines or Quarries of a like Nature and 
under like Circumstances, and shall be subject to be increased or 
diminished at the Expiration of Twenty-one Years from the Time 
when the same shall first become payable as aforesaid, according to 
the Increase or Diminution of the Net Profits or Produce which shall 
be derived from the Working of such Mines or Quarries, and shall be 
subject to a like Variation at the Expiration of each successive Period 
of Twenty-one Years. 

Arbitrators XXIIJ. In case any Difference or Dispute shall at any Time arise
